fhe town of Sierra Madrc has resembled a 
chess board the past week while businesses closed 
and reopened in other locations or new busines.ses 
opened. Other business news is available in a dif¬ 
ferent story. 

Perhaps the most controversial move was the 
sale of Hartman Pharmacy to Superior Drug Co., 
or Ik’si Buy Drugs as it is known in Sierra Madre. 
The business changed hands mid-week last week 
and with that sale comes the close of a business 
first started in 1906 by W. E. Bechtelheimer, 
according to Rudy Hartman of Sierra Madre. 

“fhe first pharmacy was located across the 
si reel w here Keepsake is now in business,” Hartman 
told The News. ‘‘My father, Franklin, and 1 
started the business on Cinco dc Mayo (May 5) 
in 1910," This year would be the 75th anniver.sary 
('I Hartman Pharmacy. 

Hartman said he started his apprenticeship and 
finished before going to school in 1914. He grad¬ 
uated in 1916 from USC and registered as a 
pharmacist at the same time. He was not yet 21 
vears old so he signed his assistant papers. Those 
papeis. he explained, meant he could ‘‘do anything 
in the pharmacy except take charge.” In 1916 
Harinian turned 21. 

Hartman said he was ‘‘on the floor” for 65 
years before his retirement on Cinco de Mayo in 
1975, His father retired in 1932. 


‘‘This is not an easy thing for me to do,” 
Hartman said. ‘‘It’s in my blood. My idea has 
always been service to the people.” 

The octogenarian, who will actually turn 90 this 
October, explained that he was president of the 
School Board for 12 years. During the year 1932, 
he was president of the board, master of the local 
Masonic Lodge and president of the California/ 
Arizona Rexall Club. He is the oldest living past 
master of the lodge and now answers to senior 
past master. 

He joined Kiwanis Club in 1942 and served 
as president last year. He is taking another stint 
as treasurer this year. 

On Jan. 10, he began his 74th year as a mem¬ 
ber of Sierra Madre Congregational Church. He 
grinned when he told The News that he had worked 
in all offices of the church except clerk and 
“deaconess.” 

He retired last fall as chairman of the ad¬ 
visory board of Lloyd’s Bank in Sierra Madre, 
beginning when the bank was Sierra Madre Savings 
Bank. 

He was Sierra Madre Citizen of the Year in 
1971. 

His advice to young people wanting to enter 
the field of pharmacy? “Be interested in people

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Hanging baskets filled with living flowers 
and plants will soon be visible in downtown 
Sierra Madre if a Sierra Madre Beautification 
Committee project, now in the planning stages, 
receives the support of Sierra Madre’s business 
people and various downtown groups. 

1 he committee, which already has a side¬ 
walk art project for Sierra Madre youth un¬ 
derway, has received the approval of the City 
Council and endtrrsement from the Sierra Mad¬ 
re Chamber of Commerce for the hanging bas¬ 
ket program. 

Jhe program will include the donation ol 
planted and installed baskets to be attached to 
light poles and/or buildings on Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Baldwin Ave. and Montecito,wherever 
businesses indicate they are willing to be res¬ 
ponsible for watering the baskets. Water wands 
will be donated along with the baskets. 

Ihe committee will furnish a nucleus of 
baskets, the number to be determined by the 
costs, and various volunteer organizations in 
town will be asked to join an “Adopt a 
Basket” program by providing the funds for 
additio\ial baskets. 

Initial research by committee members in¬ 
dicates the cost of each basket, planting, soil, 
security bracket and water wand, will range 
from between $35 and $50. Funds for the com¬ 
mittee’s nucleus program have been raised by 
members of the committee through a dinner’ 




theatre party. Wistaria Vine donations and re¬ 
cycling center stint. No tax funds will be in¬ 
volved in the project. 

Window' decals fo businesses who partici¬ 
pate in the program, identifying their special 
participation and interest in Sierra Madre 
Downtown Beautiful are being designed by the 
committee. 

The committee’s goal is installation of the 
majority of the baskets prior to the Friends 
of the Library annual art fair in May. 

Plans currently under consideration by the 
committee include scaevola, a drought-resistant 
succulent with lavendar blossoms, asparagus 
fern, geraniums and snowball plants. 

Ideas and suggestions are welcomed by the 
committee.

Tax reform is a hoax

An article which ap¬ 
peared a couple months 
ago in the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News atlvised readers 
that, through an “over¬ 
sight,” the amount ap¬ 
pearing on our 1984 pro¬ 
perty tax bills under 
“Municipal Water” was 
exactly double the cor¬ 
rect amount. Over the 
years, I have paid the 
entire amount ot the 
bill in order to deduct 
this from my federal tax 
in April. 

On Dec. 9, I paid the 
entire aminml less onc- 
half of the item listed as 
“Municipal Water.” 
This week 1 received a 
notice from the 1..A. 
County lax Collector’s 
office, returning my 
check and noting the lar¬ 
ger TOT AE amount due 
which is $18.61 more than 
my check hut $104.26 
more than the one-hall 
legally due on my pro- 
erty tax at this time. 

The return ol my 
check means that 1 will 
be unable to deduct any 
amount from my fe¬ 
deral Income lax in 
April. 

I called them, how¬ 
ever, and was very sa¬ 
tisfied with their answer. 
They told me to send 
back my original check 
vvilh a note attached re¬ 
garding the error and 
they would process the 
check. If there is any 
difference when the new 
bills are distributed in

30 individuals 
to help select 
superintendent 

A special committee of 30 individuals 
representing the board cross-section served by 
the Pasadena Unified School District will be 
named by the Board of Education to assist 
the board in its search for a new superinten¬ 
dent of schools, it was announced recently. 

In making the announcement, Kathryn T. 
Nack, board president, said that the com¬ 
mittee will be asked to interview the finalists 
for the superintendent position. 

The following school district related 
groups will be represented on the interview 
committee: PTA Council, District Advisory 
Committee, Bilingual Advisory Committee, 
United Teachers of Pasadena, Association of 
Pasadena School Administrators, CSEA, and 
Community Advisory Committee for Special 
Education. The communities within the district 
will be represented by the Mayor William 
Bogaard of Pasadena, Mayor Tom Edwards, 
of Sierra Madre, and chairman of the Altadena 
Town Council. 

“This community interview committee will 
meet in executive session with the superinten¬ 
dent candidates, one by one,” said Nack. 
“By this process, the board will receive the 
benefit of learning how the individual can¬ 
didates interact with members of our com¬ 
munity.” 

The procedure, she outlined, will include a 
presentation by each candidate as to why he 
or she would like to be superintendent and 
what his or her goals are for the district, 
followed by a question and answer period.
